No system of attack would be effective if ail the plays were directed 
against the ends or were forward passes. 
Though Princeton stressed 
the passes and end runs, she also used some very effective running 
plays from the open formation. 
The above diagram show s an attack against the tackle from the 
kick formation that was used with telling effect. 
The Left End goes through Immediately to cut off one of the 
defensive backs. 
The Left Tackle blocks his opponent until he Is certain that the 
runner will not be interfered with from behind and then he too goes 
through to the defensive hacks. 
The Center, after passing the ball, blocks to the right. 
He must 
be sure that no defensive linem an slips through between him self and 
the guard. 
He can best prevent this by closing toward the guard as 
soon as he has passed the hail. 
The Left Guard holds in the line. 
He should close toward the other 
guard to prevent any one from corning through between the two guards. 
The Right Guard likew ise holds, cloeiug toward the tackle. 
The Right Tackle m ust block the defensive guard playing opposite 
him. 
T his guard 13 an Important man on this play and must be elim ­ 
inated. 
The Right Tackle should work with the Right Guard In block­ 
ing this man. 
The Right End, who Is a part of the "W” formation, takes out the 
defensive left halfback. 
The No. 2 Back sw eeps In against the defensive tackle. 
The No. 3 Back also sw eeps in against the defensive tackle. 
The No. 1 Back m eets the defensive end and screens him from the 
play. 
The No. 4 Lack, recelvHig the ball from the center, carries it 
straight across the liue at the indicated point. 
This play com ing out of the passing and end running attack of the 
formal:on “ W” w as a surprising variation of the attack and produced 
excellent results. 
T he " W m en should edge in slightly for this play. 
From this sarna formation the ball may be passed to the No. 1 Back 
for a plunge straig h t through the line. 
This was often done by Prince- 
tou. 
The Princeton plays that are given in this list comprise the high 
spots in a system that is w ell adapted for a light fast team.
